* WASHINGDON, April 29. —- ‘The 
scope of the mediation plans for the 
settlement of the Mexican grisis was 
suddenly broadened tonight so as to 
include the entire range of Mexican 
affairs—not alone the critical issue be 
tween the United States and the Huer- 
ia regime, but also the conflict be- 
tween the elements of northern and 
southerm Mexico, which have rent the 
republic for many months, 

This signal enlargement of the med- 
jation program followed the ‘receipt 
late in the day of a formal acceptance 
by General Carranga, chief of the 
Constitutionalist forces of the princi- 
ple of mediation, ageproposed by the 
ambassador from Hrazil and the min- 
isters from Argentine and Chile.

leagues in the diplomatic corps from 
Central and South America to lay be- 
fore them what had been done and 
discuss the genersl situation, Thfs 
emphasized what the mediators have 
wen seeking, a purely American set- 
tlement of a crisis which affects the 
political integrity of all Spanish-Amer- 
ica, The patriotic unity of all, Mex- 
ico and all Spanish-America was ex- 
pected toa. give a signal evidence to the 
world at large, and particularly to 
Rurope of what the American repub- 
lics could do for the tranquility of the 
western hemispherg at a time of su- 
preme crisis.

Terrible Outcome of the Seven 
Months’ Industria! War in 
Coal Mines 


By Bulletin Leased Wire, 
DENVER, Coloi, April 29.—Colo-

At FPorbes.—Seven mine guards and 
one striker dead, with two other 
strikers believed to have been killed, 

At Walsenburg.—One officer of the 
militia hospital corps killed, one offi- 
cer and two enlisted men woumeet. 

The Forbes camp was a e of 
desolation. Practicaily all the anine 
buidings have been destroyed by fire. 
It was about 5.30 a.m, that the strik- 
ers opened their attack in force. With 
the women and children of the camp 
barricaded in the mine slope, the 
guards under the personal direction 
of Superintendent Nichols responded 
spiritedly. About 10 o'clock the fir- 
ing ceased an@ the camp assailants 
disappeared as mysteriously as the) 
cume, some toward Trinidad = an 
others over the hills in the direction 
of Berwind and Tagaseo, According 
to Superintendent Nichols three étrik- 
ers were seen to tumble down the 
hik., Fighting that practically en- 
cycled the town continued for five 
hours at Walsenburg between strikers, 
initia and mine guards .

Archdeacon Whittaker, the Anglican 
pioneer missionary whe has ljabored 
for nineteen years among the Pski- 
mos in the vicinity of the Mackenzie 
River delta, on the fringe of the Are- 
tic Ocean, and who eaves Kdmonton 
tomorrow for his headquarters at 
Fort McPherson, in company wiih 
Bishop Lucas and a number of mis- 
sionaries, after « well-earned yaca- 
tion in the Bast and in-the eld dand. 

The gold mine is supposed to be 
located between Mort McPherson and 
Herscheel Isiand. According ta Arch- 
deacon Whittaker, tradition says that 
a great number of years ago a party 
of nine men, one of them an old 
C.P.R. surveyor, found the goid mine, 
which was stated to be of fabulous 
value, among the mountains in the 
Vieinity, They made elaborate geo- 
graphical notes that they would 
be «ahle to find it agairf, and then 
retusied with the object of making 
the necessary arrangements to work 
the mine. 

Seven of Men Died 

On the way out, each of them 
heavily laden with the precious metal, 
provisions ran short, and seven of 
the party died. ‘The two survivors 
organized another part but the geo- 
graphical calculations a been lost 
in the neantime, and al 
locate the mine ended j:

Archdeacon Whittaker said that a 
man named McRae, a mining engin- 
eer In Mexico, gave up a good job 
and started out with «a sextant and 
compass to look for the treasure, on 
the strength of inside information 
that he claimed was in his posses- 
sion. MeRae fourd indications which 
led him to believe he was on the right 
track, and he came hack and secured 
financial backing to fhe extent of $12, 
000. He botght an elaborate outfit, 
including a motor launch, and went 
in again with four men, but the ex- 
pedition met the same fate as the 
rest. Two of the men are still living 
in the vicinity. Archdeacon Whit- 


taker added that Stefansson, the 
noted explorer, is now using the 
moter boat.

Abundance of Moisture Recorded

SASKATOON, April 29.—Prospects 
better than ever before in.the history 
of the district is the feature of almost 


all of the reports sent in by 45 cor- 
respondents of the Western Associated 
Press throughout central and north- 
ern Baskatchewan in regard to the 
crop outlook for 1914. 

Abundance of moisture is recorded 
in every district and there is not a 
single complaint that rain is needed, 
in fact in some districts seeding has, 
if anything, been retarded slightly by 
an excess of rain. Except at a fow 
pointe ja the nerth and east of the 
provines the progress of the erop ts 
on avout a par with last year, but in 
a fery places the crop correspondents 
state chat work is perhaps a week late 
owing to inclement weather, which 
has delayed seeding. 

In the majority of cases, however, 
from 60 to 80 per cent of wheat seed- 
ing is done and farmers are expected 
to complete the sowing of wheat with- 
in the next week and to bave made a 
good start with sowing their other 
crops,

Liberal Member For New Bruns-

OTTAWA, April 29.—The Commons 
spent practically the entire day talk- 
ing about the potatoes, The discus- 
sion was commenced Tuesday night 
when the tariff reso-utions were taken 
up by W. 8 Loggie, Liberal member 
for Northumberland, N.B. He moved 
just before the house rose for the 
abolition of the Canadian duiy on 
potatoes and the free admission of 
American potatoes after the United 
States abolished the embargo, Under 
the new Wilson tariff the United 
States government reduced the duty 
on potatoes from 25 to 10 cents per 
bushel, and dade provisions for the 
free admission of Canadian potatoes 
when the duty on this side of the line 
is removed. 

The principal speech in support of 
the Loggie motion made today was by 
F. B. Carvell (Carleton, N.B.) The 
proposal was opposed by both Hon, 
W. 7. White, minister of finance, and 
Hon, Martin Burrell. 

There was a tively tilt between Mr, 
Carvell and Mr, White over the home 
market in which Mr, Carvell des- 
cribed Mr. White's claims in regard to 
it us “nonsense” as far as potatoes 
were concerned, 

Mr. White retorted that if he would 
visit Ontarlo or Quebec he would find 
the home market was pot nonsense, 
It was the appreciation by the Ontario 
farmer of the home market that de- 
teated reciprocity. 

“The election was won on money 
and the Ne Temere decree,” retorted 
Mr, Carvell, 

Mr. Loggle’s motion was rejected on 
vote of 60 to 33.

STRUGK ON THE NOSE 
REGAIED HS SIGHT 


Remarkable Case of Man Who 
Was Practically Blind For 
Past Two Years

QUEBEC, April 29.—A remarkable 
case of the sudden recovery of sight 
through being struck on the nose by 
& plece of wood is that of Mr. Henri 
Germain, an emplovee of the local 
agency of the marine and fisheries de- 
partment, who resides at Beaupori. 

‘Mr. Germain has been practically 
blind for ever two years following a 
severe attack of inflammatory ri eu- 
matism. He was chopping wood at 
hig home when a plece flew up and 
struck him on the bridge of the nose. 
This severed @ vein and as @ result 
Mr, Germain loat much blood, which 
was black in egtor. Immediately after 
Mr. Germain dipcovered that he could 
see distinctly. Strange to say he felt 
no pain - when struck by the plece of 
wood,

Mad Missed Harbor. 

The general belief is that the Noble 
missed the Duluth entrance and struck 
the point and foundered in very deep 
water. In addition to the high seas 
last night, there was a neavy mist and 
snow and the Duluth entry light was 
out, 

Up to this evening no bodies had 
come ashore. Reports by excited peo- 
ple who lined Park Point that bodies 
had been found this afternoon proved 
incorrect. 

_ While the Noble was trying to make 
the harbor, the south light on the Du- 
luth pier entry went out. The fog 
signal was not in operation either. No 
blame is attached by marine men to 
Captain Prior, who has charge of the 
lighthouses or to members of his 
crew. If the fault lies anywhere, voa- 
sel men say, it is with the antiquated 
equipment of the lighthouse depart- 
ment. The lighthouse has no elec- 
trical service and when a storm of 
such proportions ne that of yesterday 
and jast night comes up there is no 
way for the lighthouse men to get 
back and forth to attend to the lights, 


Was Sturdy Ship. 

Built at Wyandotte, Mich. four 
years ago and being 239 feet in length 
with 42 foot beam, it was believed the 
boat would be able to breast the fere- 
ext gaies of the lakes, Her cargo 
should have been a Valuable asset in 
assuring safety in a high wind on the 
deep waters of the luke, as it was 


steadying ballast until the hatches 
were washed. 
The steamer Minneapolis nearly 


was wrecked early this morning at 
the same place, while trying to find 
the entry. ‘The first attempt brought 
her almost into the beach half a mile 
from the canal. In turning to go out 
into the lake the boat nearly found~ 
ered and lost a large cargo of lumber 
on her deck, 

Four other boats, the W. H. Trues- 
dale, Willis King, or the Heffelinger 
and Sheldon Parks, are long overdue 
and have not been heard from up to 
a late hour tonight. 

Steamer Back in Shelter 

The steamer A. D. Davidson, which 
cleared here Monday, returned this 
morning and is sheltered in the har- 
bor. The D. Z Norton, for which 
fears were expressed, docked at the 
great Northern Cre plier tonight, after 
a hard voyage. 

The storm abated enough early this 
afternoon to permit life-savers to re- 
swme their work, but up to a late hour 
tonight no bodies have been dis- 
covered,

LONDON, April 29.—A compromise 
on the question of home rule for 
Ireiand seemed todey nearer than 
ever before. There existed a strong 
belief in parliamentary circles that 
the conferences between the leaders 
of the two great parties which had 
been unsuccessful in reaching any 
agreement last autumn would shortly 
be resumed, 


The house discussed the Ulster 
crisis again today, when it wound up 
the two days’ debate on Austen 


Chamberlain's motion for a judicial 
inquiry into the government's “pilot” 
to crush the Ulster covenanters. The 
motion, Which was virtually a vote 
of censure on the ewbinet, wae event- 
ually rejected by a party vote of 244 
against 264, 
Restraint Prevades House 

An atmosphere of great solemnity 
and restraint overhung the house 
throughout the debate. The growing 
belief thai civil war in Ireland ta a 
reality which cannot ‘be escaped it 
the trish home rule bill bevormes law 
as il at present stands, seems to have 
influenced mempers on both sides of 
the house as it has the newspapers 
Supporting both parties, During the 
past week the press of both opinions 
has become more conciliatory in tone 
than it has been at any previous 
stage of the discussion. Sir Mdward 
Carson, whose leadership of the Ulster 
rebeliion makes him the dominating 
figure on the opposition side of the 
house, today accepted the overtures 
made yesterday by Winston Spencer 
Churchill, first lord of the admiralty, 
who had invited him to make an at- 
tempt to comprorrise the home rule 
question on a federal basis. Sir d- 
ward reiterated his detestation of 
home ruie and repeated his offer that 
it Ulster were excinded from the bill. 
“vntil this parliament shall dete 
mine otherwise,” instead of the #ix 
years period which Premier Asquith 
had offered, he would submit the pro- 
posal ta the people of Ulster, 

The Terms Wanted 

Sir Edward in his reply to Mr, 
Churchill's invitation deciared all he 
wanted for Ulster was such terms as 
would conserve the dignity of the 
Ulatermen and their civil and religious 
freedom. He concluded that in case 
the home rule bill passed it would be 
his earnest prayer that the govern- 
ment of the south and west of Ire- 
land would prove so successful that it 
would be to Ulstera interést to join 
and form a united Ireland. 

Premier Asquith concluded the de-

ANOTHER TEMPORARY PIPE

FORD NOT NEEDED NOW

BRITISH GUVERNMENT 
APPROVES MEDIATION 


Sir Edward Grey Makes Statement In 
House of Commons Dealing With 
Mexican Situation. 

London, April 28.—"The trouble in 
Mexico is one of grave concern to the 
British government on account of the 
large British commercial interests in- 
voived, and we are ready to encourage 
and further in any Way we can, any 
proposal for mediation which will 
have the effect of bringing the trouble 
to an end.” 

Thie statement was made by Sir 
Edward Grey, the British foreign sec- 
retary, in the house of commons to- 
day, when he formally announced 
that the United States had accepted 
the proferred medition of Argentine, 
Brazil and Chile. 

Sir Edward paid tributes to Thomas 
B. Hosler, British secretary of lega 
tion at Mexico City, to Sir Lionel Car- 
den, the British ambassador, and 
other British officials who have been 
active in getting foreign refugees out 
of Mexico City. 

He did not mention the reports 
that the Huropean powers were bring- 
ing pressure to bear on General Hu- 
erta to accede to the demands of the 
United States. 7 

Sir Edward Grey referred to the 
mission of Commander Hugh J. 
Tweedie, of the British cruiser Essex, 
who was sent to Mexico City, He said: 
“Rear-Admiral Sir Christopher Crad- 
ock, is endeavoring to send an un- 
armed party with despatches to Mex- 
ico City with the ful cognizance cf 
the United States admiral and with the 
sanction of the Mexican general near 
Vera Cruz, 

“The despatches, which are for the 
British, French, German and Spanish 
ministers in Mexteo City, are address- 
ed to Provisional President Huerta 
with a request for his sanction for 
their delivery. 

“Rear Admiral Cradock hopes to 
receive a safe conduct for the party.” 

Watter Hines Page, the American 
ambassador, saw Sir Edward Grey 
this afternoon. The American am- 
bassador had no special messages to 
deliver but the two statesmen discuss- 
ed the situation generally.
